THEY AFFIRM THAT OUNTOR 
WRECKED PASSENGER TRA 


None of the Injured Passengers Died 
Yesterday—Dunton’s Brother 
Engages Counsel To De- 
fend Accused Before 
Recorder. 


An investigation was started yesterda# 
by Division Superintendent Vaughn,- of 
the Southern raliway, to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, which #mployee of the Southern 
was responsible for the wreck on that 
road Tuesday morning, in which three 
passengers were kilied and twelve others 
injured. Mr. Vaughn has examined the 
crew of the yard engine that “‘side- 
swiped” the incoming passenger train ang 
wrecked it, and a number of other em- 
playees of the road who were present 
when the disaster occurred. 

Engineer T. J. Pulliam, C. O. Wallace, 
a switchman in the Southern yards, and 
others whom the division superintendent 
had before him, stated that in their opine 
ion G. B. Dunton, the yard conductor now 
under arrest at the police barracks, was

Practically Dares Senator To Send 
‘Umconditional Resignation. 
Columbia, 8. C., June 5—Decidedly the 
most sensational development in the sen- 
atorial tangle in this state is a letter 
which Governor McSweeney sent to Sen- 
ator Tillman today. In his communicd- 
tion the governor informed Senator Till- 
man that if he “still wishes to resign 
and will send to ‘this office an uncondi- 
tional resignation. I will exercise the au- 
thority and *power vested ia me by the 
people.’’ This means that the governor 
will accept Senator Tillman’s resignation 
if it shall be formulated on that line. 
The letter follows: 


“Sir—Your letter of June ist has been 
received. I have carefully noted its con- 
tents, and the most charitable view which 
I can take of it is that it was written in 
the heat of passion and without due 
consideration, I note that you say that 
I have ‘transcended my authority,’ and 
that the governor ‘cannot compel a mem- 
ber of the United States senate to hold 
his commission and exercise the functions 
of that office if he chooses to surren- 
der it.’- And that you -decline far the 
present to withdraw’ your resignation. 

‘Had you read carefully my letter ad- 
dressed to you and to Senator McLaurin, 
you must have seen that I did rot ex- 
press any desire to compel.a‘ member of 
the United States senate to hold his com- 
mission and exercise the functions of 
that office if he chose to surrendér it. 
My sol~ purpose in returning the resigna- 
tions was to ask you gentlemen to con- 
sider calmly and thoughtfully the conse- 
quences to the people of what I judged to 
be a hasty act, and what you admit to 
have been a hasty act, and I must con- 
fess that 1 am somewhat surprised at 
the tone of your answer to my §equest. 
I considered the course which I took in 
this matter to be for the best intérest of 
the people of South Caro‘ina, and I. am 
responsible to them alone for my ‘action, 
and, furthermore, I ‘still believe that my 
course has met the approval of a major- 
ity of the citizens of the state; nor do l 
consider them unthinking citigens, but 
men who know and recognize as fully as 
any people on earth the rights and du- 
ties and responsibilities of ditizenshtp and 
who do not need the services of any one 
to tell them their.duty. 

“Your insinuation that I have been ‘im- 
portuned’ to ‘await the convenience’ of 
any present or would-be aspirants who 
‘are not just yet ready, for various rea- 
sons, to enter the contest brought on. so 
unexpectedly, and that for this reason 
my action has taken the direction it has,’ 
is unworthy of a man holding the hig 
commission which has been given you by 
the people of South Carolina end de- 
serves no notice in this, connection.’ How- 
ever, I may say -for your benetit that 1 
alone am responsible for my r ap! and 
will give account for the course ocr have 
taken to the people who have honored 
me, and not to any one individual. 

“In this matter I have done what 1 
thought best calculated to promote the 
present Rrospenty anu contentment of 
the people of my state, and shall cpn- 
tinue -to do so, regardless of what any 
one may say or think of my course. | 
did not think that a political eampaign 
this summer could Go any good, and acted 
according to my be:le owever, had the 
resignations been afiectattian a and unre- 
stricted, my action might have been oth- 
erwise. With due respect for your cpin- 
ion, I think I have as hjgh conception 

of the office of senator and its powers

WILL STAND NO ULTIMATUM 


Cubans Will Resent Peremptory De- 
mands from United States. 
Havana, June 5.—The official instruc- 
tions from Washington regarding the 
Platt amendment have not yet arrived. 
The delay is causing annoyance to Gen- 
eral Wood, as he had promised that the 
convention would have the letter Tues- 
day and ‘a meeting was called for this 

afternoon to discuss the document. 

The conservatives are not hopeful of 
holding the fifteen who voted in favor 
of the resolution adopting the Platt 
amendment, At several meetings there 
has been discussion tending to embitter 
the delegates, who insist that they voted 
in good faith and with the understanding 
that the United States would accept the 
amendment as passed. 

At a meeting of the fifteen-last even- 
ing it was said that General Wood told 
the committee wp to the last moment 
that the United States was satisfied. 

There seems to be a feeling that if the 
instructions are in the form of an ul- 
timatum, the convention wf] unanimous- 
ly refuse to accept the amendment and 
will then dissolve. 


OVER A HUNDRED PERISHED 


Believed Sea Has Claimed . Many 
French Fishermen. 

Saint Brieux, France; June 5.—Five fish- 
ing boats which went on a fishing cruise 
in Icetand waters have -been missing for 
two months and are now believed to have 
foundered in a gale April 6th. Their en- 
tire crews, numbering 117 men, are sup- 
posed to have perished. There is general 
mourning here and in the neighboring 
villages.

A MYSTERY IN NEW ORLEANS 


Eighteen Churches Robbed, All of 
Them Catholic—Police Clear 
Up Mystery, However.

New Orleans, La., June 5.—(Special.)— 
Albert De Court, a: negro who claims to 
be a cigarmaker, was caught today in 
the act of breaking open and robbing the 
contribution box in, St. Mary’s Catholic 
church, the church of the archibishop of 
New .Orleans. When arrested he was 
using burglars’ tools im order to break 
the lock of the box. During the past 
three months eighteen. churches have 
been robbed in New. Qrieans, and all of 
them Catholic. In .some cases the sacred 
utensils were stolen, silver crosses and 
whatever else was found by the robbers. 

The fact that: ‘none but Catholic 
churches were robbed caused a sensation 
among the Catholics in New Orleans and 
there were many who. thought the sac- 
rilege had a religious basis rather than’ 
one of robbery, especially as in many 
cases the booty was very small, only a 
few dollars being obtained. 

The, pastor of the Jesuit church de- 
nounced the inefficiency of the police in 
the séverest terms and called for an in- 
vestigation to determine how churches 
in densely populated portions of the city 
could be robbed and the police be unable 
to get. any information whatever as to 
the thieves,

The bone was snapped off 
above the elbow and many of the old 
salts think’ that the negro was attacked 
by a man-eating shark.

No trace of the lost fishermen has been 
found, and negroes ar; planning to make 
wholesale captures of the sharks in the 
hope of securing more evidence that. the 
fishermen were really drowned,

ed. He died from a: wound from a pistol 
ball which entered his abdomen on the 
left side. Mrs. West was present at the

Mrs. West stated tonight that she took 
McAllister’s pistol from. his dresser and 
that her own pistol was lying on a chair 
and McAllister was writing at his desk, 
He arose and attempted

pistol fell to the floor and was afscharged, 
with the result that McAllister was struck 
and died almost instantly. Upon her hus- 
band’s advice she declined to give any 
further explanation of the affair. 

It is stated by friends of the Wests and 
McAllister that Mrs. West has been suf- 
fering from neuritis for the past year, 
her hand being helpless, which followed. 
an attack of typhoid, and the theory is 
that she threatened to commit suicide 
when McAllister interfered. 

West was a clerk in McAllister’s store 
until it was burned In the recent great 
fire, and McAllister had been boarding in 
the family for several years. McAllister 
came here from Charleston in 1895. He 
had separated from his wife in Charles- 
ton. Mrs. West was Miss Frankie Keen- 
er, of St. Louls, where, it is said, her 
family connections are good.

ATTACKS THE ACT’S LEGALITY. 


Tennessee’s Tax on Wholesale and 
Reta'l Oil Dealers. 
Memphis, Tenn., June 5.—(Special)—Bills 
were filed in the chancery court today at- 
tacking the legality of an act passed by 
the last session of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture which virtually created a monopcly 
for the Standard Oj] Company in Ten- 
nessee. The assembly passed a law, 
secretly, and without the least discussion, 
placing a tax of $200 on wholesale and re- 
tail oll dealers. The county court and 
several municipalities have affixed the 
same tax, as they have a right to do, 
making a tax of $600 annually on the deal- 
ers. The dealers .claim that the Standard 
reople secretly induced the legislature to 
pass the act for purpose of driving its 
competitors cut-of business. The Standari 
people are the*only dealers able to stand 
the burden. They have paid the tax in 
this county, and in addition have paid 
or offered to pay in the thirty-seven 

others. 

Deputies went out yesterday to collect 
the tax from other dealers, and they were 
greatly surprised, as they had never heatl 
of the law. All announced they would 
not pay, but contest their rights tn the 
courts. Memphis dealers carried on ex- 
tensive business in Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi, which the Standard people could 
not touch, and it is claimed the law w:s 
passed to put them out of business. Sev- 
eral red-hot interviews are printed here 
today tpon the subject.

Suicide of Savannah Man in Phila- 
delphia Hotel. 
Philadelphia, June 5.—A man who reg- 
istered at a hotel here last Saturday as 
R. S&S. Burnett, of Savannah, Ga., com- 


_mitted suicide in his room tonight by 


shooting himself in the head. He died 
almost instantly.

That has been lately only, 
and the despondency has been too much 
for him. Remorse seized upon him, and 
it was said tonight that one of his 
friends here was not at all surprised to 
learn of his rash act, as he had talked 
in a way to indicate that it was not 
at all unlikely that he would try suicide 
as a means to the end of ridding himseif 
of his earthly troubles.

CUMBERLAND CHURCH; 


The name “Cumberland Presbyterian” 
came to be used as a designation in much 
the same manner as did the word Meth- 
odist. Only in this case the idea of le- 


thé members of it gradually came to be 
known as Cumberland Presbyterians. It 
is a title that always needs explanation, 
yet signifies so much in the higtory of 
the church that, despite strong efforts to 
change it, the name has been retained. 
The church was born in the revival of 
1800, It began in the newly-settled coun- 
try of the Cumberland river in Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Several ministers of the 


.preached a general “‘whosoever will’’ gos- 
pel, denying what they felt to be the 
element of ‘‘fatality’’ in the Westminster 
confession. To meet the needs of the 
work they also ordained seven men, 
some of whom, though not up to the re- 


had proved their fitness for the gospel 
ministry. Opposition was aroused by this 
preaching and these ordinations, which 
led eventually to the organization of the 
church in 1810. However, as shuwp in 
the relations with the Presbyterian as- 
s@émbly at the time, it was the doctrinal 
and not the educational difficulty that 
was the great barrier to harmonious 
unity. 

Since that time the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian church has grown to a member- 
ship of 220,000 (including colored member- 
ship), the southern Presbyterian church 
having 226,000 and the northern church 
965,000. These three are the largest Pres- 
byterian bodies in the world. 

Being born in the Mississippi valley, the 
church did not grow eastward, but west- 
ward, southwestward and northwest- 
ward, with emigration.

The two cardinal points of its faith 
are: (1) That Christ died for all, and that 
all who will may accept Him and. be 
saved; in other words, that a man’s sal- 
vation does not depend on any decree, 
but upon the individual’s choice, where- 
upon. God regenerates and saves him. 
(2) That those who are truly “born 
again” or regenerated are saved to eved- 
lasting life and never :fall away or apos- 
tatize.

tion on the one hand, and the Arminian 
doctrine of apostacy on the other.

Edward Kimball was credited with hav- 
ing converted Dwight lL.

- braskan Denounces Position 
of the Supreme Court 

WILL APPEAL TO PEOPLE. 
FROM RULING OF COURT 


Decision a Blow at Constitutional 
Liberty—Mr. Bryan Also Fires 
a Gun at Those Who Pro- 
pose To Reorganize 
Democracy. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 6,—William J. 
Bryan addressed the Jackson County 
Democratic Club tonight, taking for his 
subject “The Outlook.” 

The auditorium, holding (1,500, was 
packed. Mr. Bryan was especially se- 
vere in his arraignment of the supreme 
court because of its decision in the insu- 
lar cases. He said in part: 

“I believe we have the best govern- 
ment ever conceived by man and that 
it will remain the best government if 
the supreme court will leave it alone. 
In discussing the outlook for our party 
I will say that the two things which 
we must ever advocate are organization 
and principles. We were well organized 
in 1896 and had the confidence of our 
Supporters. I believe that our stand in 
1896 saved the democratic party from 
absolute annihilation. We were organized 
in 1900 and our supporters believed us to 
be honest. There were men purporting 
to be democrats who did not support us 
during those two campaigns. Now these 
men are suggesting a reorganization. 
These so-called reorganizers who did not 
represent 20 per cent of our democratic 
voters in 1896 and whd represented a 
smaller percentage of our number in 
1900, would now dominate the party. A 
man who supported the republican party 
in 1896 must have a big change of heart 
before he tries to lead the democratic 
party. The party must convert the men 
who have been opposing it, and it must 
not be converted by them. 

No Vote on Imperialism. 

“If the supreme court decision on our 
insular possessions, by which nine men, 
by a majority of one, decided to con- 
vert this republic into an empire, had 
been given before election the result 
would have been different. The American 


people have not yet voted on imperial-. 


ism. We charged it, but they denied it. 
Since the election the people have learn- 
ed that our charge was right. 

“We should not resort to expediency. 
Only principles will win. My phflosophy 
is that E can afford to be in the minority, 
but I cannot afford to be wrong. 

“The decision of the supreme court 
does not settle the question. As Abraham 
Lincoln said of the decision in the Dred 
Scott case, ‘that decision was law in 
that case.’ ’ 

“It takes more than five supreme court 
judges to annul the constitution of the 
United States. My objection to that de- 
cision is that you ‘cannot carry out the 
logic of it without destroying the liber- 
ties of the peoples affected by it. 

“Justice Brown say’ that the Porto 
Ricans can trust congress. We would 
not like to trust congress without our 
constitution. I do not object to impe- 
rialism because an emperor is necessarily 
bad, but because he denies the people 
their omly source of power. 

Blow at Constitutional Liberty. 

“The decision of the supreme court 
Strikes at constitutional liberty. Justice 
Brown says that perhaps the Porto Ri- 
cans will have liberty of speech, liberty 
of the press and other liberties that we 
enjoy. I don’t believe in ‘perhaps’ rights. 
Other nations have tried the doctrine of 


imperialism and noné has escaped. There 


is no reason why this nation should not 
be perpetual. The wages of sin is death 
in a nation as in an individual, but when 
a nation is good it lves. If we abandon 
the declaration of independence and the 
constitution we shall die. We must ap- 
peal to the conscience of the people. I 
want this to be a world power, but a 
power for good, not for eyil. I don’t 
want it to be great because its drum- 
beat can: be heard around the world, but 
because its civilization can be felt every- 
where. 

“The'time will come when the Ameri- 
can people will become aroused and right 
the wrongs of republican doctrine. If I 
were the only opponent of renublicanism 
- — grag States: I should be glad

Section Five Declared Inimical to 
Interests of United States—Sev- 
eral Speakers Announce 
Change of Their Tar- 
iff Views.

James F. Taylor said that while Amer- 
ican manufacturers were clamoring for 
an open door in China, they should not 
shut the door of the United States. 

A resolution recommending that the 
matter of requesting the next congress to 
speedily adopt’ he river and harbor Dill 
now in hand be referred to the executive 
committee for action was passed. 

A resolution declaring section 5 of the 
Dingley tariff law, relating to the as- 
sessment of countervailing duty on Rus- 
sian sugar, is inimical to the best inter- 
ests of this country and asking congress 
to repeal or modify it was passed:

Wo Extra Session. 

The determination of ‘the president 
and his advisers that there is no need 
of an extra session of congress means 
they believe the decision of the su- 
preme cour; in the Downes case covers 
fully the Philippines situation, as well 
as the Porto Rico situation, for which 
it was particularly propounded. There 
Was some disposition to doubt wheth- 
er the authority given the president 
by what is kriown as the Spooner reso- 
lution was sufficiently broad to enable 
him to put tariff duties into effect 
' against the Philippines, but the opin- 
jon of the administration officials is 
that there will be no trouble. 

The Spooner resolution, like the 
Platt amendment relating to Cuba, 
Was an amendment to the army Dill. 
It gives to the president full authority 
_ to administer the affairs of the islands 
until such time as congress shall pro- 
vide some form of government, and it 
is modeled after the resolution of con- 
gress by which President Jefferson was 
authorized to administer the affairs of 
the territory purchased from France 
under the Louisiana purchase. This 
Spooner resolution reads as follows: 

All military, civil and judicial powers 
necessary to govern the Philippine Is- 
lands acquired from Spain by the treat- 
fes concluded at Paris on the 10th day of 
December, 1898, ati at Washington on 
the 7th day of November, 1900, shall, un- 
til otherwise provided by congress, be 
vested in such person or persons and 
shall be exercised in such manher as the 
president of the United States shall di- 
rect for the establishment of civil gov- 
ernment and for maintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants of said isiands in 
the free enjoyment of their liberty, prop- 
erty and religion. 4 

Senator Foraker, chairman of the 
Senate committee on relations with 
Porto Rico, holds that the Downes de- 
cision covers the Philippines as well 
as Porto Rico. In an article in Les- 
lie’s Weekly he. writes: 

The holding of the court is that Porto 
Rico, being territory of the United States, 
ig subject to government by congress, not 
only by reason of the constitutional au- 
thority conferred on congress for that 
purpose, but also because of the inherent 
power of sovereignty, and that it is con- 
sequentiy within the power of congress 
to provide such governmnt and such tar- 
iff duties as it may see fit, and that in 
exercising this power it is not subject to 
the restraint of the constitution, but is 
free to act according to the necessities 
‘of the people. 

‘his third point, as to the power of con- 

gress to legislate, involves the whole con- 
tention that the republican party has 
made, and the decision of the court fully 
sustains the republican view. In so far

The National Game, 

Poker players throughout the coun- 
try—and there are a few of them even 
in this community—are exhibiting 
many signs of distress over the deci- 
sion of an Indiana jury, which held it 
no crime for a player to open a jack- 
pot with counterfeit money. . 

The story of the case and the deci- 
ae is thus told by The Indianapolis 

ews: 


A jury in the United States court re- 
turned a verdict this morning in which 
it was held that it is no violation of law 
to use a counterfeit coin in opening a’ 
“jack pot” in a poker game, The case was 
that of Jesse Page, of Elnora, who was 
charged with passing a counterfeit dol- 
lar while he had his feet under a poker 
table. A “jack not” was the object for 
which the players were striving. Page 
“proke the pot’ for a dollar and tossed 
the coin on the table with the chips that 
were already there. But Page did not 
win the pot. It was raked in by a man 
who was a witness for the government 
in the case. 

The jury did not decide if it was a vio- 
lation of law for a player to open a “‘jack 
pot” when he held less than a pair of 
**jacks’’ in his hand. 

After the jury rendered the verdict, 
Judge John H. Baker said: ‘The jury 
evidently thinks it is no crime to pass’ 
counterfeit money in ‘breaking a jack 
pot.’ But from my knowledge of ‘jack 
pots’ I should think it was a crime.” 

The court then called S. C,. Chambers 
before him. Chambers lives at Elnora 
and was charged with buying plaster of 
paris and other material for Page to use 
in making more imitation money. Un- 
der the verdict of the jury, the court said, 
he did not think Chambers should be pun- 
ished, although he pleaded guilty to the 
charge, and Chambers was discharged. 

Just what became of the defendant 
does not appear, but it is to be pre- 
sumed from the position taken by the 
jury that he went free. The possi- 
bility of such a result grieves Editor 
Beriah Wilkins, of The Washington 
Post, whose experience as a member 
of congress developed in his heart a 
fondness for the great national game 
that years of earnest devotion to the 
sobering profession of journalism have 
failed to eradicate. Of the possibility 
of the prisoner having been discharged 
and of the precedent that would thus 
be established, Editor Wilkins says: 

Whether the judge dismissed the jury 
with a rebuke and ordered a new panel 
to the try the case on high moral grounds 
the esteemed Indianapolis News unhappi- 
ly fails to say. It seems to us, however, 
that if he dismissed the worthy Mr. Page 
and let it go at that, he has connived 
at a very wicked and mischievous con- 
spiracy against one of the gentlest and 
most softening occupations known to the 
dwellers in this vale of tears. Of the pre- 
cedent thus establishéd we can find no 
fitting words of condemnation. What 
safety will there be for poker players 
anywhere if fiends in human shape can 
rob them through the medium of counter- 
feit coin made of plaster of paris and 
other detestable materials? What is to be- 
come of the game as a refuge from care, 
a solace after weary toil, an intellectual 
and social relaxation beyond human ap- 
praisement? The verdict means that the 
serpent is to coil in our once happy and 
secure retreats and at his malignant will 
to sink deep the poisoned fangs into our 
innocent delights. More than that, and 
worse, it means that poker will disap- 
pear permanently from the list of our 
sweetest recreations, or that the lovers of 
the game will re-enact the code and res- 
urrect the paraphernalia which in the 
past were always successful in discourag- 
ing irregularity and guaranteeing pure 
and high-minded methods, Which alter- 
native will our best citizens adopt? 

Editor Wilkins does not attempt to 
say in so many words what he expects 
will happen, but he gathers courage 
and consolation from his conviction 
that “an institution as ancient and 
honorable as poker” will not be al- 
jowed to perish from our midst. 


Should Call Elijah Down.

Artemus Ward was a philosopher if 
he did consider bad spelling one of 
the elements of wit.

Despite this he was a manufac- 
turer and vender of the philosophy 
that is based on common sense, and 
The Chicago Record-Herald has done 
good service in resurrecting at this 
time one of his telling bits.

Honor to Whom Honor Is Due. 


sditor Constitution: In your paper of to- 
Gay I observe a letter from Hon. J. A. Bran- 
nen, representative of Bullock county, making 
a correction of my statement in Sunday's is- 
sue, crediting Hon. Thomas B, Felder with 
the introduction of the bill in the legislature 
to make the 3d day of June im each year, 
known as the birthday of Jefferson Davis, a 
legal public holiday, and Mr. Brannen in- 
forms us that such. credit and honor is due 
to the late Hon. Taney B. Oliver. I feel 
confident that our friend Thomas B. Felder 
would not desire to take any credit or honor 
for himself that he does not fairly deserve, 
or to which he is not honestly entitled. As 
for myself, I am sure that I would not pur- 
posely slight any man, living or dead, and 
I am willing and glad to give honor to whom 
honor is due, in anything and at any time. 
Since reading the article of Mr, Brannen [ 
have carefully examined the record of the 
matter in the journals of the general assem- 
bly. Mr. Felder and Mr. Oliver were both 
members of the legislature at the same 
time, elected in 1896. Their first session of 
service was in the session of 1896. In the 
journal of the house of 1896, on pege 849, 
on December 16, 1896, I find the following 
minutes; 

“The following resolution, by unanimous 
consent, was introduced, read the first time, 
and referred to the committee on state of the 
republic:

Commissioners Decide To Se- 
cure $10,000 Loan 


$00,000 MAY OE NEEDED 


Justices of the Peace in Cook’s Dis- 
trict Win Out in Controversy 
with City Justices—Tax 
Delinquents Will Be 
Double-Taxed. 


The board of county commissioners yes- 
terday morning authorized 
committee to borrow $10,000 to meet the 
expenses of the county for the month of 


May. | 

Commissioner Walter R. Brown, chair- 
man of the finance committee, reported 
that a deficit exists in the treasury, and 
he stated that the funds of the county 
would probably run short $85,000 by Octo- 
ber, when the taxes for the year 1901 will 
begin to be paid. After wrestling with 
the problem for a time, the commission- 
ers called Tax Collector A. P, Stewart 
into the conference to ascertain if thére 
is any money due the county. Mr. Stew- 
art reported that he would collect about 
$15,000 and about $1,800 in interest before 
the payment of taxes begins. 

The commissioners were unanimous on 
the fact that something would have to be 
done to relieve the financial situation, 
and Mr. Stewart was instructed to ascer- 
tain the lowest per cent at which a loan 
could be contracted, 

He brought the telephone into use and 
reported in qa few minutes that the Fourth 
National bank had agreed to loan the 
county $20,000 at 4 per cent. 

The matter was then referred to the 
finance committee. 

The controversy between the city jus- 
tices of the peace and the justices of 
Cook's district over the changing of the 
district line was considered, and the com- 
missioners decided against any change in 
the present: limits. Under the existing 
arrangement the justices in Cook's dis- 
trict are given jurisdiction in the city, 
and the city justices considered such an 
arrangement unfair to them. 

They petitioned the board to change the 
district back to its old lines, and the two 
district justices presented a counter peti- 
tion. The board instructed the legisla- 
tive committee to recommend to the leg- 
islature that an act be passed confining 
the jurisdiction of each justice of the 
peace to his own district. 

Justices of the Peace Bateman, Orr and 
Bloodworth represented themselves and 
Justices Puckett and Shirley, of Cooks 
district, were represented by Attorney 
Jack J. Spalding. 

The board also decided to enforce the 
penalty of double taxing on delinquent 
taxpayers in the future. The law requires 
that such action be taken, ‘but the com- 
missioners have been lenient. Hereafter 
the taxes must be paid on time or the 
Aelinquent must pay just double the orig- 
inal amount. |

Mr. Simmons as a Stockholder of the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
| pany Seeks To Enjoin Re- 
~ duction of Company’s 
Capital Stock. 


The hearing before Judge John S. Cana- 
ler yesterday of the petition of C. J. 
Simmons for an injunction against the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company dé- 
veloped into a full fledged sensation when 
the answer was made that Mr. Simmons, 
the president of the Atlanta. Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, had originated the litiga- 
tion for the purpose of injuring the se- 
curities of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, the insurance company, 
the Trust Company of Georgia and the 
East Atlanta Land Company. 

A considerable amount of ginger was 
injected into the hearing and the pro- 
ceedings were of a very warm character. 
From the tenor of the hearing it soon 
became apparent that the bitter fight 
between the rival street railway corpora- 
tions had simply assumed a new channel 
and that it is still as vigorous as ever. 
Judge H. E. W. Palmer, representing the 
insurance company, declared that Mr. 
Simmons would not deny that he had 
filed the. bill for injunction not for the 
protection of the stockholders. and the 
company, but te injure the companies. 

Mr. Simmons is seeking to enjoin the 
Insurance company from reducing its 
capital stock from $500,000 to $200,000, in- 
teryening on the ground that he is a 
stockholder, having in his possession 
eighteen shares of stock. He alleges 
that at a recent meeting of the directors 
of the companv a meeting of the stock- 
holders: was called for today and it was 
recommended that the stock be reduced. 

Claims of C. J. Simmons. 

Jie claims that. the interests of the 
above mentioned companies are _ inter- 
mingled and that the trust company and 
the land company are of doubtful sol- 
yency; also, that the Railway and Power 
company is not worth the amount for 
which it is bonded—$5,000,000. He also as- 
serts that under the charter of the in- 
surance company the capital stock can- 
net. be..reduced and that the proposed 
reduction would prove injurious to the 
business of the concern. 

The petition of Mr. Simmons was read 
at the hearing and the insurance com- 
pany also presented its answer. The 
latter document was very pointed and 
attacked the course of Mr. Simmons. 

The answer denied every charge in the 
petition régarding the business of the 
companies. It stated that the directors 
had simply made a recommendation to 
the stockholders and that the action 
of the latter body was uncertain as_ to 
whether they would decide to reduce the 
stock. It is claimed that under an act 
of the legislature the company can re- 
duce its stock if the stockholders so de- 
sire, it holding the privilege, under the 
act, to transact business with a canital 
stock anywhere from $100,000 to $500,000. 

 JRecently Purchased Stock. 

The answer charged that Mr. Simmons 
had purchased his stock only within the 
past two or three days and that he had 
no e@onnection with the compan- at the 
time of the meeting of the directors. 
It is further charged that a certain man 
called on the rresident of the company, 
who is Colonel R. J. Lowry, and offered 
to sell him eighteen sharés of stock. It 
is claimed that Colonel Lowry refused to 
pure the stock, and it is alleged that 
the man then told him that a lawyer 
had told him that he could sell it and 
that he would have pay for it. 

The answer alleges that Mr. Simmons 
ie the president ,of the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company and that for the past 
year he has been using his efforts to 
injure the securities of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company. The spicy 
charge is made that he did not file the 
petition to protect the stockholders or 
the Gompany, but that instead it was 
malicious or without probable cause and 
for the sole purpose of attempting to 
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injure the company. It is further charged 
that he filed the petition after the meet- 
| ing of the stockholders and for the ex-

Among other things, he charged that 
Mr. Simmons was slandering the eompa- 
nies; that his petition was filed malicious- 
ly; that it was simply outrageous a‘¢1 
slanderous, and that Mr. Simmons was 
not entitled to consideration by a court 
of equity. Judge Palmer stated that Mr. 
Simmons had seen the answer of the 
company; that afterwards he had filed 
an insignidicant affidavit, in which he 
did not deny the charges and would not 
deny them. 

Judge Palmer did not conclude until 
about 5:30 o'clock and Judge Candler ad- 
journed thé hearing until this morning at 
8:30 o'clock. It is understood that the 
meeting of the stockholders is set for 
this morning at 11 o’clotk, but it is likely 
that Judge Candler will have rendered his 
decision before that time. If not, there 
is a temporary restraining order in force, 
which will prevent any reduction of stock 
at that hour.

NEW TRIML 1S. REQUESTED 


Another Hearing Wanted in Case of 
Mrs. Lawrence—One of Grounds 
Is That Court Erred in 
Not Directing Verdict 
for Plaintii?. 


A motion for a new trial in the case 
of Mrs. Rosa H. Lawrence against the 
Southern Railway Company, the famous 
Camp creek damage suit, was filed yes- 
terday afternoon with Judge William T. 
Newman in the United States court by 
Attorneys Hoke Smith and H. C. Peeples. 

In sounding the docket of the court 
yesterday Judge Newman stated in ref- 
erence to the Camp creek cases that he 
would not try any more of them this 
term. This means that they go over until 
the October term of the court. 

Attorney Hoke Smith announced that 
he would make a motion to appoint an 
auditor to hear the cases. If the auditor 
is appointed, the case will be taken out 
of the hands of a jury. Colonel P. H/ 
Brewster, representing the Southern, 
stated that he would answer the motion 
when it is formally presented. What the 
cortention of the defendant will be re- 
mains to be seen, : 

The fact that counsel for the plaintiff 
intend making a motion, the effect of 
which is to take the cases away from 
the jury, created considerable interest, 
as it is notably the case in damage suits 
that plaintiffs prefer a jury trial. 

Grounds for Asking New Trial. 

A number of grounds on which another 
hearing of the case is asked are men- 
tioned. One of them is fhat the court 
erred in not directing a verdict for the 
plaintiff. Other grounds are that the ver- 
dict was contrary to the law; that it was 
contrary to the evidence and to the 
charge of the court. 

It is claimed that the verdict was con- 
trary to the evidence and law in the fol- 
lowing particulars: 

“That the undisputed evidence showed 
that an unprecedented rain had fallen in 
the locality of Camp creek culvert, and 
that this fact was known to the agents 
and employees of the defendant company 
at McDonough, which was only one mile 
and three-quarters from Camp creek cul- 
vert. 

“That the undisputed evidence showed 
that the agents and employees of the 
defendant company at McDonough knew 
of the unprecedented rain for two hours 
and more before the train which was 
wrecked left McDonough going toward 
Camp-creek.. 

“The undisputed evidence showed that 
no inspection of the track near Camp 
creek or of the Camp creek culvert was 
made after the rain. 

“The undisputed evidence showed that 
the agents and employees of the defend- 
ant company at McDonough failed to 
notify the conductor or engineer on the 


or of the fact that no inspection had 
been made of the Camp creek culvert or 
of the track néaf Camp creek culvert 
after the unprecedented rain, but left 
them to run the train north of McDon- 
ough and in ignorance of the unprece- 
dented rain. 

‘The rules of-the company require that 
after heavy rains or during high water 
great caution should be observed in al- 
lowing trains to approacn culverts, and 
that the safety of culverts should be as- 
sured before an attempt was made to pass 
them after heavy rains or during high 
water. 

“The undisputed evidence showed that 
thirty feet of the fill north of the culvert 
and part of the culvert had washed away 
before the train which was wrecked 
reached Camp creek, 

“The undisputed evidence showed that 
no caution was observed in approaching 
the culvert, but, that the train ran at its 


usual rate of speed. 
The motion then states that the verdict 
was contrary to the evidence and law in 


this: 

“The rules of the company require that 
in cases of high water all gi parts 
of the road should be carefully guarded, 
and that no guard was piaced at Camp 
Creek, although the agents of the road 
charged with the duty to place the guard 
knew of the high Waters and unprecedent-

GOVERNOR IS THREATENED _ 
UNLESS HE STOPS HANGING 


Governor Candler yesterday received 
an anonymous letter from an Augusta 
negro, as the earmarks showed, in which 
his life was threatened unless he took 
some action to prevent the hanging of 
the five negroes in Screven county who 
are sentenced to die on the gallows with- 
in a few days for the murder of Her- 
rington and Mears, two county officers 
who were killed while attempting to sup- 
press a negro riot in that county, 

The writer of the letter went on to state 
that the governor had refused to grant 
them a new trial, a statement which evi- 
dences his ignorance, as it was the courts 
that refused them a new trial. He said 
that the governor was now demanding 
the blood of five men for two, and he 
considered it too much. The letter con- 
tained a threat to the effect that if the 
governor desired to live much longer he 
had better take some action to prevent 
the executions. | 

Of course Governor Candler paid no 
attention to the communication, and it 
found a resting place in his waste bas- 


/ket as soon as he saw what it was. The 


only action Governor Candler took in the 
case at all was to refuse the negroes 
executive clemency after a recommenda- 


tion to that effect had been made by the 
prison commission. The five negroes, 
with three others, were charged with the 
murder of the two officers, who had come 
upon the crowd of negroes and endeav- 
ored to suppress a riot. All of them got 
away, but five were captured in South 
Carolina. They were tried, convicted of 
murder and sentenced to be hanged. They 
came near being hanged before the case 
could be carried to the supreme court, 
but a supersedeas was granted just in 
time. The supreme court affirmed the 
decision of the lower court in refusing 
to grant a new trial, and the negroes 
were again sentenced to death. They 
are to be executed within a few days. 

The governor has become accustomed 
to anonymous letters containing threats, 
He has received numbers of them with- 
in the last few months, most of them 
coming from the east and the northwest. 
Several of them have come to him from 
Brooklyn and others from points in Wis- 
consin. Many of them contain threats 
against his person unless he grants 
clemency to this or that negro sentenced 
to death, or does various other things 
which the governor feels he cannot prop- 
erly do, or which he is forbidden by law 
to do. The letters, so far, have amount- 
ed to nothing more than a flow of words, 
and it is not likely that they will ever 
amount to anything else.

“THY RETURNS 

Comptroller General To Act in 
Power Company's Case, 


CITY 1S NOT SATISFIED 


Claims Returns Should Be Raised on 
Real Estate and Roadbed—Com- 
pany Officiala Say Their 
Returns Are Higher 

Than Others. 


Unless some agreement is reached with 
regard to the returns for taxation cf the 
property of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company between’ that company 
and the city by Saturday, Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright will himself fix the 
assessments cn the property, and will in- 
crease the returns both of the company’s 
real estate and its roadbed. 

Comptroller General Wright so stated 
yesterday. He notified the Atlanta Ra1ul- 
way and Power Company through its at- 
torneys to this effect, and his action will 
be based on the fact that the company 
has added considerably to its property, 
both real and personal, within the last 
two years, since the value of it was fixed 
by arbitration. 

The company’s total property in Fuiton 
county is returned at $1,328,070. Of this 
amount the returns for property within 
the city Iimits will amount to something 
more than $900,000, or $614,673 plus the 
city’s proportion of the rolling stock 
returned at $417,000. The city’s proportion 
of the latter will be about $300,000. 

One of the main points of difference he- 
tween the company’s return and the 
valuation made by the city assessors is in 
the real estate. The company values all 
of its real estate in the city limits at $140,- 
000. This includes the new power plant 
and electris light works. The city as- 
sessors have valued the real estate in the 
city at $266,000, a difference of $125,000, The 
city assessors also claim that the com- 
pany’s return on its roadbed, which is 
$74,673 for that portion of it within the 
city Hmit8, {sg too low, -and ought to be 
raised. They have not, however, speci- 
fied any figures on this. 

Wanted To Tax for Paving. 

The city authorities also contend that 
the company should be made to return for 
taxation the paving between its tracks 
and three feet on each side, claiming that 
the total value of this is about $1,200,000. 
The company contends that this paving 
cannot be charged up to them as their 
property, even though they paid for it, 
end this was so held in the arbitration 
over the property in 1899. Comptroller 
General Wright will not, therefore, insist 
cn any retirn on the paving. What he 
will do will be to raise the assessment 
of the roadbed and the real estate within 


the city limits.

The law makes 
it necessary for him to pass upon a return 
one way or another within sixty days, 
after it is filed. This return was filed on. 
April 9th, and the sixty days will expire 
on Saturday. 

Company May Arbitrate. 

If the comptroller general raisés the re- 
turn and the company is not satisfied 
with his figures, it can within twenty 
days file a notice of protest and have the 
matter submitted to arbitration. The 
company appoints an arbitrator, and the 
comptroller general names to represent 
the state a member of the railroad com- 
missicn. If these two cannot agree, they 
call in an umpire to settle any points of 
dispute. 

It is probable the company will reply 
to the comptroller general’s communica-~ 
tion before Saturday. If no agreement 
can be reacred, and if Captain Wright's 
figures are not satisfactory to the com- 
pany, it is probable the matter wlll go to 
arbitration. 

Officials of the company, when asked 
about the matter yesterday, stated that 
the property of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company had been returned at 
frcm 2 to 2 per cent more per mile tnan 
any other street railroad in the state. 
lhey considered that they had pleccd a 
fair valuation upon the property. Further 
than this they stated they did not care 
to be quoted with regard to the matter.

London, June 5.—Williiam C. Whitney’s 
Volodyovski won the Derby today in rec- 
ord time in 2 minutes and 40 4-5 seconds, 
but came near losing it. jVolodyoyskl 
seemed to have the race well in hand and 
the immense crowd, which almost to a 
man had backed the horse, joyfully 
yelled, “‘Volod#ovski wins,’’ when Morny 
Cannon, on illiam The Third, came on 
with a rush, challenged, and, for a mo- 
ment. seemed to be in front; but Relff, 
by the vigorous use of his whip managed 
to regain the lead and won by a quarter 
of a length. William The Third was sec- 
ond and Veronese third. 

The crowd had too much of a scare to 
be very enthusiastic and seldom has less 
cheering been heard for a winner of a 
derby. Harry Payne Whitney, bearing 
with delight, led the horse in, alternate’y 
patting the animal’s neck and looking 
up at Reiff, saying “Good boy! Good 


boy!’’ 

Mr, Whitney subsequently said: 

“Of course I am more than pleased and 
the only disappointment is owing to my 
father not being here to enjoy our tri- 
umph. It was a very pretty race, but I 
must say I thought the second horse was 
going to catch us.”’ 

At this point Richard Croker. came up 
and enthus‘asticalty’ congratulated Mr. 


Whitney. 

“Yes, we are-going to take the trophy 
to America once more,’ said Mr. Whit- 
ney, as he went off and sent a telegram to 


his father. 

Coaches about the grand stand were 
crowded with. Amérieans, but they were 
very undemonstrative. 

Today’s contest for the Blue Ribbon of 
the British turf was witnessed by much 
greater crowds than for some years past. 
The weather was all that could be wished 
for this, the people’sipienic, The vehicles 
first rolled in by twos and threes, and 
then by dozens and s¢6res until the white 
read leading to.the Downs smoked with 
the dust of the vast, Beterogeneous caval- 
cade and, the air “filled with a, weird 
medley from tin t ets, barrel organs 
and cornets. : 

Such a display of. fashion and bright 
colors had not been seen in England since 
the outbreak of the war. Many old and 
well-known patrons of the turf were seen, 
though such favorites as King Edward 
and’ Lord Rosebery were necessarily ab- 
sent, owing to the official, period ot 
mourning for Queen Victoria being still, 
unexpired. Khaki was even more con- 
spicious than last year. 

The betting was.5.to 2 against Volody- 
ovski, 100 to 7 against William the Thiré 
and 40 to 1 against Veronese. Twenty- 
five horses started, 

There was a lengthy delay at the post, 
caused principally by the fractiousness of 
Orchid. Eventually’ a fair start. was ef- 
fected. Foxhall Keene’s Olympian was 
first away from Claquer, Osboch and Lori 
Bobs. On settling down Olympian retain- 
ed the lead. After the mile Orchid close:l 
up, Volodyovski remaining about tenth. 
Down the hill Olympian was closely 
pressed by Lord Bobs and Revenue, Then 
Volodyovski and William the Third rapid- 
ly improved their positions. Round Tat- 
tenhall corner several horses dropped out. 
A querter of a mile from home Volodyov- 
ski took up the running and William the 
Third drew to second place. The favorite 
seemed to be winning easily, when Wil- 
liam the Third came on with a tremendous 
rush; but Reiff pulled the favorite to- 
gether and landed him a winner.

WILL’ ASK FOR $25,000 


Commissidners Say Money for First 
Installment on New Engine 
Should Not Be Taken from 
the Sum Raised on 
Bonds. 


The first protest against the June ap- 
portionment sheet, which the city finance 
committee prepared last week and which 
was adopted by council on Monday, comes 
from the board of water commissioners. 
That body wishes to know why the sheet 
did not carry with it an appropriation of 
$25,000 to pay the first installment on the 
new fifteen-million-gallon pump which is 
to be erected at No. 2 station next month. 

During the meeting of the aldermanic 
board this afternoon the apportionment 
sheet will come up for concurrence, and it 
is expected that every member of the 
board will be present, Resolutions touch- 
ing the matter were adopted by the water 
commissioners on yesterday, and copies, 
bearing the signatures of the board, will 
be sent to the aldermen this morning, 

The board holds that the June sheet 
made no provision for the ftirst install- 
ment on the new pump, except to pay the 
money out of the proceeds of the sale of 
the $200,000 issue of bonds. This, the board 
submits, will be a diversion of the fund to 
pay an obtigation existing before the 
water bond election, ‘‘and violative of the 
pledges made as well as contrary to the 
intent of the law and the people in voting 
said bonds.”’ 

The board likewise holds that in put- 
ting the matter before the people prior to 
the water bond election, it was ‘‘constant- 
ly held out and urged before the voters, 
and amounting to a pledge of the present 
administration that no diversions of the 
funds from said last named purposes 
would, or could, possibly occur.” 

“It would seem clear,’’ continues the 
resolutions, ‘‘that if these pledges had not 
been made, the people would not by any 
means have voted said bonds.’’ 

No Provision Was» Made. 

Briefly stated, the water board contends 
that the money derived from the water 
bond issue can only be used to extend 
water mains and complete the water- 
works system and that it was generally 
understood that the new pumping engine 
was to be provided for by council. Also, 
that council had, in January, made pro- 
vision for the first installment on the 
pump, the question of the bons issue not 
having come up at that time. 

Councilman-W. C, Rawson, chairman of 
the finance committee of council, stated 
last night that his committee, when pre- 
paring the June apportionment sheet, had 
Giscussed the matter very thoroughly, and 
had agreed that the $25,000 necessary to 
pay the first installment on the pump 
should come from the bond issue. 

“The ordinance authorizing the bond is- 
sue,’’ said he, “‘is very clea’. {t provides 
that the money shall be used to perfect 
the system, and that was why the new 
pump was ordered. The finance c:mmit- 
tee agreed that the money for the initial 
payment on that pump should come from 
the amount realized from the issue of the 
bonds.’’ 

During the session of the water hoard 
it was unanimously decided that the $25,- 
000 ought’ not be taken from the bonds. 
The resolutions, which were adopted and 
will be sent to the members of the alder- 
manic board, were introduced oy Judge 
George Hillyer, president of the water 
board. Commissioner Howell C. Erwin 
took a very decided stand in regard to the 
matter, and was one of the members of 
the board who urged that the nttenticn 
of the aldermen be called to the fact that 
no provision had been made in the J«ne 
sheet for the installment on the pump. 

Water Board Resolution. 

The resolutions adopted by the board are 
as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 
efl. Gentlemen: The board of water com- 
missioners beg leave to lay before your hon- 

rable body the following facts: ; 

: The council of last year authorized a contract 
to be made with the Holly Manufacturing 
Company, of Lockport, N. Y., for a new 15,- 
000.000 gallon pumping engine at an ap- 
proximate cost of $98,000. This contract was 
accordingly made in the year 1900, subject to 
limitations in the charter. In the month of 
January, 1901, your honorable body ratified 
said contract and entered the sum of $25.00 
in the apportionment sheet to cover payment of 
the first gnstaliment on said engine due in the 
year 1901. Afterwards the bond election came 
on before the people, and a warm contest arose 
over the same. A committee of citizens, of 
which Captain W. D. Ellis was chairman, was 
selected to aid in bringing said matter proper- 
ly before the people. That committee issued 
an address, a copy of which is hereto appended, 
in which, amorgst other things, it was re- 
cited as follows: 

“A new engine and connections, with dupli- 
cate intake, are needed at No. 2 pumping sta- 
tion Additional reservoir capacity is alsa 
needed. All/ these improvements will cost 
more than $200,000. THe‘mayor and general 
council have inaugurated the policy of taking 
care of what is needed, partly out of annual 
income. They ask the people to vote $200,- 
000 of bonds for the balance. They have al- 
ready ordered the engine and set apart in the 
apportionment sheet for this year $33,500 for 
the first installment on the new engine and 
other improvements; $40, a year,for four 
years will substantially complete the sys- 
tem.”’ 

Afterwards, your honorable body adopted 
unanimously a resolution as follows:

Police Protection May Be Offered to 
Suburban Residents 


COUNTY POLICE POWERLESS 


No Arrests Can Now Be Made Out- 
side the City Limits. 


CHIEF TURNER WORKS ON A PLAN 


County Police Can Arrest Only for 
Violation of the State Laws. 
Would Insure Good Order. 


Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county po- 
lice department, has inaugurated a move- 
ment whereby he hopes to have the en- 
tire county incorporated for police pro- 
tection. 

It is the intention of the chief to bring 
the matter to the attention of the board 
of county commissioners and the grand 
jury and endeavor to induce those bodies 
to recommend the proposed incorpora- 
tion to the Jegislature in order that it 
may be acted upon ‘at the next regular 
session. | 

Chief Turner is of the opinion that the 
realization of the plan would mean much 
to the county. Not only would it in- 
sure good order throughout the country 
districts, but he says it would form a 
source of revenue to the city. 

Under the present arrangement the 
city police can only make arrests inside 
of the city limits and the jurisdiction of 
the coufty police is embraced in the 
making of arrests for violations of the 
state law alone. If the legislature passes 
an act incorporating the county for police 
protection, the county force could then 
make arrests outside of the city on city 
charges and prosecute the offenders in 
the recorder’s court. The money real- 
ized from the payment of fines would 
go into the city treasury. 

Disorder in District. 

Chief Turner states that there is much 
disorder in the country districts of the 
county at timesS; and that his men are 
powerless to make an arrest so long as 
the offender does hot violate a gtate law. 
He says that white men and negroes fre- 
quently go out into the country, especial- 
ly during the summer months, fill up on 
mean whisky, ,; .discharge, firearms and 
commit depredations against the peace, 
at the same time being immune from the 
grasp of the law... 

An illustrative incident was mentioned 
by the chief.....Ceunty Policeman Dave 
Williams was passing Brookwood Tues- 
day, when he discovered an intoxicated 
man in the Railway and Power Compa- 
ny’s depot, the man:presenting an inde- 
cent appearance. A number of ladies 
were waiting for a car and they were 
afraid to enter the-shed. From lack of 
authority Officer Williams could not ar- 
rest the man, and his only resource was 
an attempt to. bluff. 

There are a number of populous sub- 
urbs in the county and they have no pro- 
| tection from disorderly people. 

‘The chief sayg that the: incorporation 
of the county would not mean taxes for 
the people and would entail no cost, it 
merely giving them police protection by 
clothing, the county jolice with the nec- 
essary authority tg* make arrests for 
minor offenses. i 

The river electric line, the resort at the 
river, Grant park atid Piedmont park are 
incorporated, and at those places the 
county police are empowered to make ar- 
rests for city as well as state offense’. 
Among the populous places not incorpor- 
ated are Reynoldstown and Pittsburg,
